Short by the Speaker. 


TRACY SAYS HE KILLED COCK ROBIN 


The President HadaCopy of the Vote on 
the Repeal Measure WhenIt Was 
Presented for His Sigvature. 
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Washington, November 1.—(Special.)— 
The house made quick work of the repeal 
bill today. By 3 o’clock it had been passed 
and by 4 o'clock it was in the hands of 
the president, who immediately attached 
his signature. 

There was but little debate, though that 
was of a decidely spectacular nature. IJm- 
mediately after the reading of the journal 
Mr. Wilson moved that the house concur 
in the senate amendment. He then asked 
Mr. Bland to agree upon a time for de- 
bate, which Mr. Bland declined to do. 

After a brief attempt to reach an agree- 
ment, which failed, Mr. Wilson moved the 
previous question. Then Mr. Snodgrass, 
of Tennessee, and Mr. Bryan, of Nebraska, 
attempted to filibuster. They had but 
about twenty-five men with them. Even 
with these. however, they could have con- 
tinued it al! day had they known anything 
about the rules. Mr. Snodgrass attempted 
to assume the leadership, and if there is 
anygody in the house who knows less about 
the rules than Mr. Snodgrass he is not 
known. He did not know how to put mo- 
tions, though he attempted them. Being 
dictated to by Mr. Bailey, of Texas, who 
sat at his side, he succeedei for a while, 
but when Mr. Bailey moved off for a mo- 
ment Mr. Snodgrass was helpless, and 
after the filrbustering had been going on for 
half an hour and Mr. Snodgrass was ap- 
peeling to some of his colleagues to show 
him how to continue this business the 
speaker put the motion on the previous 
question without waiting on Mr. Snodgrass. 

Before the Tennesseean could jump to 
his feet the motion had been put. ‘Though 
he yelled, “Mr. Speaker, Mr. Speaker!’ it 
was too late. The vote was taken and the 
previous question ordered. Then, under 
the rules, thirty minutes was allowed for 
debate. 

Mr. Bland consumed ten of the fifteen 
minutes ‘allowed to his side. Then he 
yielded three minutes to Mr. Bryan, of 
Nebraska, who made a strong and eloquent 
epeech. General Wheeler, of Alabama, 

consumed .the remaining two minutes, 
which expiwed before Ke was well under 
way. 

General Tracy Leuds Himself. 


On the other side the majority of the 
time was consumed by Mr. Springer. Mr. 
Wilson, however, made a brief statement 
and then yielded two minutes to General 
Tracy, of New York. General Tracy is 
one of the very small members of the 
house who considers himself the Napoleon 
of the silver fight. He consumed his two 
minutes in thanking the house for the gal- 
lant support it had given him in his fight 
for the passage of this bill. As Mr. 
Tracy's principal talk heretofore has been 
to “read a piece” at a night session and in 
newspaper interviews, this was the first 
notice the house had had that he had been 
a leader in the great fight. His serious- 
ness and manner’ brought forth much 
laughter from his colleagues, and as he re- 
sumed his seat after a ten seconds tribute 
to Mr. Cleveland's -victory an irreverent 
republican who evidently could not appre- 
ciate greatness when it stood out in bold 
relief before him, cuckooed loudly and the 
house roared. 

The first vote taken was on Mr. Bland’s 
motion to recommit, which was lost by 109 
yeas to 175 nays. 

The Georgians voting to 
Messrs. Black, Livingston, Maddox, Moses 
and Tate. ‘hose voting against recom- 
mittal were Messrs. Cabaniss and Turner. 
Messrs. Lawson, Lester and Russell were 
absent. On the final passage of the bill 
the vote stood 192 veas to 93 nays. Messrs. 
Black, Cabaniss and Turner voted for the 
bill. Messrs. Livingston, Mattox, Moses 
and Tate voted against it.

Washington, November 1.—Silver pur- 
chases by the government ceased touay, 
The purpose for which Mr. Cleveland 
called congress in extraordinary sexsion 
was accomplished at 4:25 o'clock this aiter- 
noon. when he affixed his signature to the 
bil to repeal unconditionally the pur- 
chasing clause of the Sherman law. The 
struggle in the house was short. Only 
twenty-seven men could be rallied for the 
last stand by the silver leaders. | Messrs. 
Bland and his colleagues, knowing that 
further opposition was futile, preferred to 
sacrifice the opportunity for a few hiours 
debste offered by Mr. Wilson, in order to 
force the majority to bring in the cloture 
and concur in the senate amendment by 
duress. But evap in this they failed. Their 
smal following might have suceeeded, bad 
ther been led by experienced and skillful 
parliamentary lacticians. Neither Mr. 
Brvan nor Mr. Snodgrass, his leutenant, 
is well versed in parliamentary procedure, 
and. when thrown off their guard by a 
momentary distraction, they exposed their 
flank by failing to follow one filibustering 
motion with auother. Speaker Crisp éver- 
whelmed them by putting the pending mo- 
tion to order the previous question. 

It was carried with a roar. ‘The fili- 
busterers had been caught napping, and 
nothing remained for them to do except sub- 
mit. For thirty minutes, under the rule, fol- 
lowed the rattle of orator¥ amid the greatest 
confusion and excitement. At its con- 
clusion the vote was taken on Mr. Bland’s 
free-coinage substitute. The majoriey 
against it was 73. Then came the final 
vote on concurring in the senate amend- 
ments. The vote stood 193 for concur- 
rence and 94 against. When the original 
bill passed the house, August 2Sth, the 
vote stood 201 to 100, so that, although 
the total vote today was smaller, the pro- 
portion was practically the same. The 
tinal vote was taken at 2:50 o'clock p. m, 
The bill was engrossed immediatety, and 
twenty minutes later, at 3:10 o'clock, the 
formal announcement “vas made to the 
senate that its amendment had been agreed 
to by the house. The bill was hurriedly 
enrolled by Chairman Pearson, from the 
cymmittee on enrolled bills, and, at 5:30 
o'clock, was presented to Speaker Crisp 
for his signature. 

Hurried to the White House. 

A fleet-footed messenger carried it to the 
senate, where it was signed two iminutes 
laier by Vice President Stevenson. 

(Chairman Pearson, with the bill under his 
arm, entered a.carriage waiting for him on 
the plaza in front of the capitol and drove 
rapidly to the white house. The president 
had been kept duly advised of the progress 
of events. Indeed, he manifested so much 
interest In the vote in the house that, at 
his request, a duplicate of the names of 
those who had voted for And against the 
concurrence was made soon after the roll 
call was completed, and this list was lying | 
on his desk when Mr. Pearson arrived with 
the bill.

The Last Act. 

Secretary Carlisle, Attorney General 
Olney and Private Secretary Thurber were 
present. After felicitating with each other 
for a few moments over the victory that 
had been achieved, the president took up 
the engrossed copy of the bill and read it 
aloud. Then, picking up a quill pen, he 
afiixed his autograph at 4:25 o’dock. 

And thus, sixty-five days, four bours and 
twenty-five minutes after the extraordinary 
session convened, the remedy of the finan- 
cial distress which Mr. Cleveland demanded 
in his message was applied. 

The analysis of the vote shows that 124 
democrats, 6S republicans and one populist 
(Mr. Cannon of California) voted for con- 
currence, and 70 democrats, 15 republicans 
and 4% populists against the motion.

Follow Carter Harrison 
to the Tomb. 


MISS ANNIEGHOWARD BREAKS DOWN 


Had He Lived She Would Be His

PRENDERGAST HEARS THE MUSIC 


Paused to Listen to the Funeral 
Notes, but Had Not a Word to Say. 
Chicago Mourns Her Dead.

Chicago, November 1.—With the solemn 
pomp and imposing ceremonies betitting ihe 
interment of the former chief magistrate of 
the world’s fair city and his pitifully 
dramatic fate, Carter H. Harrison's body 
was escorted to Graceland cemetery today 
by an immense throng of sorrowing citi- 
gens. Tenderly the remains were borne 
from the black-draped and flower-scented 
corridor of the city hall, where they had 
rested in state, and placed in the funeral 
car. 

Thousands, who had gathered to do honor 
to the dead, moved slowly through the 
crowded streets with banners draped and 
to the sad music of the funeral march. A‘l 
along the line of march, the people, with 
sad faces and bared heads, watched the 
somber columns, and about Epiphany church 
a throng as great as that which surroun0e?t 
the city ball was assembled: 

From the time the mayor's body was 
placed in the city hall yesterday a con- 
tinnous procession has moved through the 
corridors and passed the bier. For twenty- 
four hours the line remained unbroken, 
and when today the corridor was, of 
necessity, abruptly closed to the public, a 
great crowd still remained in line awaiting 
a ‘ast look at the features of the dead 
executive. All night long, men and women 
stood in double file awaiting an entrance 
to the building. Late last night the line 
extended a block from the entrance, and 
people stood in line for hours, unwilling 
to lose their last opportunity to see the 
face of Carter Harrison. It was estimated 
that fully 100,000 people fiied past the 
budy while it was lying in state. 

The Assassin Hears the Music. 

While the thousands upon the streets 
were viewing the funeral procession, Pren- 
dergast, the assassin, whose bullet caused 
the city’s sorrow, strolled about the cage 
in the county jail, apparently unconcerned. 
He asked for the morning papers, and 
read with apparent interest the published 
accounts of the funeral arrangements, but 
made no remark concerning the sad oc- 
casion. As he paced up and down the 
dimly-lighted corridor,’ the strains of a 
passing bend, playing the “Dead Marcel,” 
floated in through the grated windows. The 
murderer stopped his walk for a moment, 
listened to the solemn music, and paced 
Ou again, seemingly unconscious of what 
Was taking place without the prison walls. 

A. peculiarly pathetic reminder of thé 
dead mayor came into view immediately 
following the great black and golden 
hearse—a thoroughbred mare, saddled and 
bridled, but riderless. 

In many a labor riot, or fierce election 
contest, thousands of people had seen the 
dashing mayor press forward on that same 
thoroughbred into positions of danger few 
public men would dare. To see the noble- 
looking animal today Jed Jonesomely  be- 
hind the hearse of her master was a sight 
that not many witnessed unmoved. The 
services at the church were not of great 
duration, consisting only of an address by 
Rey. I. N. Morrison, the rector, and the 
singing of several hymns. The last hymn 
rendered was “Blessed Are the Dead,” 
and while it was being given the ensket 
was borne from the church to the hearse. 

Miss Howard Kreaks Down. 

A sorrowful scene occurred when the 

chief mourners moved out to the carriage, 
Miss Annie Howard, who had endured the 
strain of the services with remarkable for- 
titude, gave way completely and burst 
into violent weeping, when the portals of 
the church had been passed. Her whole 
frame trembled with the force of her emo- 
tion, While her passionate sobs moved the 
hearts of all who stood uear. Sympathetic 
friends assisted her to « carriage and she 
Was driven to the Harrison residence. Her 
Strength seemed tg fail her completely, 
aud she would have sunk to the pavement, 
as she attempted to walk Yo qhe house, 
had not her friends supported ber. 
When within the house her tears Durst 
out anew and the’ soothing of anxious 
friends was unavailing. Throwing herself 
ivto a chair, the desolate woman gave com- 
plete sway to an agony of grief. The bit- 
terness of her sorrow at laSt spent its 
power and loving hands carried her to ber 
room for a much needed rest. Later her 
condition improved and she is thought to 
be in vo danger. 

Preston Harrison, the mayor’s son, was 
overcome during the services and fainted, 
but was socn revived with stimulants, 

Darkness Was fast gathering when the 
head of the funeral cortege reached Grace- 
land cemetery. In front of the entrance 
Captain Brand halted his Chicago Hus- 
sars. He quickly wheeled the body of 
horse guards, forming two lines on either 
side of the road. There they stood at 
present arms” until the procession passed 
into the grounds, the cortege moving di- 
rectly to the Graceland chapel, where the 
casket will remain until it is finally in- 
terred. 

In the chapel fifty members of the united 
German singing societies sang ‘Under 
the Willows He Rests,” and Mr. Morri- 
son made a short prayer and gave the ben- 
ediction. Then the singers softly sang 
“Sweet Heart Is Slumbering” and the ser- 
vices were over.

the Receiver Gives Some Facts About the 
East Tennessee's Losscs, 
- Knoxville, Tenn., November 1.—(Spe- 
¢ial.\—Every employe of the East Tenues- 
‘Rec, Virginia and Georgia railway, who 
formerly received $1.25 per day for his 
services, is now working under the reduc- 
tion as rated in the two circulars issued 
by the receivers of that road on August 
25th and on September 25th. All employes 
ercept trainmen bave been under the re- 
duction since September 1st. The circular 
announcing the reduction was issued to 
each department, .trainmen included, gut 
on account of a contract between the train- 
men and General Manager Hudson, the 
trainmen were to have a notice of thirty 
days before their wages could be lowered. 

Major Fink asked the trainmen to waive 
this notice and come in with the other em- 
ployes but they refused. Accordingly Sep- 
temebr 27th the receivers issued another 
circular giving the trainmen their thirty 
days’ notice, making the time of their re- 
duftion commence yesterday. There was 
no change with any of the workmen yes- 
terday. Every one worked on not seeming 
to notice that any redywettion had taken 
place. In fact, they had no right to, as 
the matter is in the hands of a committee 
of twenty-three trainmen who have been 
here since a conference with Major Fink 
eld a week ago. They are awaiting the 
mrrival of their respective chiefs who were 
n Augusta todey, and are expected here 
today or tomorrow. When the chiefs arrive 
they are expected to hold a conference with 
Major Fink, the outcome of which cannot 
be foretold now. 

Fink’s Reasons. 

Tt is known that the men’s wages will 
not be restored. Major Tink told a_ re- 
porter this. giving the following reasons 
and tignres: 

“In the first place,” said Mr. Fink, “I 
dislike very much to reduce the salaries of 
my employes, but an absolute necessity 
forced me .to do it. Now, when I issued 
the order the shopmen = and clerks took 
it sensibly. I could not have looked one 
of them in the face had I not reduced the 
trainmen, who are the best paid men on 
the read. This cut is a necessity and no 
inducement can make me change it. From 
July, 1891, to July, 1893,’ continued Major 
rink, “the road lost $1,259,000. During 
the month of July following. it lost $71,000. 
and in August $121,000, which was 20 per 
cent more than in the same month of 
1892. In September the road lost $128.- 
QUO. The interest on our mortgaged debt 
is due today, November Ist, and amounts 
to $317,000.

Gammon, Prominent in Knoxville, Is 
in & Bad Scrape. 


HIS STORE CAUGHT FIRE AT NIGHT 


He Turned Up at It Much Excited 
and Was Arrested. 


SAID HE HAD HEARD THE ALARM 


The :Department Had Gone Out Without 
the Recular Alarm—The Po ice Think 
They Have a Strong Case. 


Knoxville, Tenn., November 1.—(Special.) 
T. L. Gammon, a well kuown 
merchant, of this city, is in a bushel of 
trouble and the bars of the penitentiary 
stare him in the face.

A police otlicer asked 
him how be knew his place was on fire. 

“I heard the alarm,’ he replied. 

As only a still alarm had been sent in 
the statement was considered sufticient 
ground, together with other evidence that 
had been secured, for his arrest. The po- 
lice officers found that lighted candles had 
been placed around inflamable material 
so that they wowd set fire to it after burn- 
ing a certain length of time. ‘The plot had 
been well laid. 

Had Reen to Church. 

Gammon, after closing bis store, went 
to a revival at the Second Baptist church, 
of which he is a deacon. After that he 
went home, taking care that persons going 
in that direction should see him. On his 
arrival at home he retired to bed, but just 
before 10 o'clock quietly arose and slipping 
on his clothes left the house and went to 
the store, arriving there just after the in- 
cipient fire had been discovered. 

Gammon had been prorainent in church 
and social circles and always stood high in 
the community. He has been troubled by 
creditors lately. 

A family was sleeping above the store 
and had the building been burned it is not 
unlikely that some of its members would 
have been cremated.

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A Pennsylvanian Says That It Is Surely 
‘There, but Deep Down.

BORING HAS NOT GONE DEEP ENOUGH 


Mr. Barclay, the Recently Appointed Con- 
sul, Is No Stranger in the Country 
to Which He Goes. 


Birmingham, Ala., November 1.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Mr. D. McNamara, of Franklin, 
Pa., who is a practical oil man, and who 
owns an interest in the Galena oil works, 
of Franklin, has. spent some time recently 
in this section of Alabama. He says he 
can see no reason why oif and gas do not 
abound in the mineral regions of Alabama, 
and believes the reason that they have not 
been found is that they have not been 
properly prospected for. He says gas and 
oil are found in the limestone formations 
in the coal regions of Pennsylvania, and 
believes that the proper effort will find 
them in Alabama. 

Mr. McNamara states that the prospector 
must go 1,500 or 2,000 feet, and that if the 
Alabama folks would go that deep, instead 
of 400 or 500 feet as heretofore, something 
big would probably be found. He says it 
would cost between $5,000 and $10,000 to 
make a respectable test, probably more, 
but that the reward would, in his opinion, 
be well worth the work and money syfent. 
Several times oil and gas have been bored 
for in Alabama, and each time good indi- 
cations have been found, but the money 
ran out before the hole was deep enough. 
Mr. McNamara thinks there is more money 
in boring for gas and oil in Alabama than 
there is in making steel out of Alabama 
ore.

Mr. John J. Barclay is familiar with 
Tangiers and the country to which he goes. 
His father spent many years in Jerusalem, 
and while there wrote ‘The City of the 
Great Ning.” Mr. Barclay, Jr.. learned 
Greek, Arabic and French while a child, 
and speaks them all fluently. His father 
was, during Buchanan’s administration, 
United States consul and also. for a time, 
Russian consul to the island of Cyprus. 
Mr. Barclay was born in Virginia, and 
says he Supposes he owes his appointment 
to hereditary right. He is now fifty-eight 
years old.

Yet, they are reasonable 
men, and if it can be shown to them that 
the receiver cannot do better for them than 
the scale of compensation recently fixed, it 
is believed by those who ought to know that 
there will be no trouble with the wage-earn- 
ers all along the fine. 

Kverything Is Insured. 


Southern railroads are beginning to enter 
quite freely upon the general insurance 
plan. 

The Seaboard Air-Line has everything 
covered by insurance. All its bridges, 
trestles, cars and general property is under 
full insurance. The car that was burned 
in this city day before yesterday was fully 
covered by insurance and the company will 
not be Yoser. The Seaboard people have 
found it most beneficial to run heavy in- 
surance on everything belonging to the road 
that can be insured. 

The company even goes so far as to in- 
sure the employes’ lives, and when a man 
is hurt or killed in the employment of the 
company the result is rarely a damage suit, 
but a settlement in full to the amount of 
the insurance carried on that man’s life to 
the degree of his injuries. In this way the 
Seaboard Air-Line is seldom entangled in 
jitigation and finds it far smoother than 
the old way of making such antics as juries 
see fit to give in their free-handed way.

ASKS NO MORE AID. 


Brunswick Withdraws Her Appeal to the 
Country for Help. 


SHE RETURNS THANKS TO THE PRESS 


The Outlook Was Dark When The Con- 
stitution Took Upthe Stricken City’s 
Cause,and Moved the People. 


Brunswick, Ga., November 1.—Three 
new cases of yellow fever were reported 
today and no deaths. No whites were dis- 
charged. 

None of the patients now under treat- 
ment are dangerously sick. The new cases 
are: 

White—Mrs. Cherry. 

Colored—Chris Carter's 
Ivy. 

There have been several remarkable feat- 
ures of this epidemic and many interesting 
matters have caused general discussion, 
but today’s action of the relief association 
is without parallel in the history of the 
epidemic. When the association met the 
doors were closed and Hon. Jacob FE. Dart 
arose from his chair and said in substance: 

“Gentlemen: You are all aware, from 
personal observation and from newspaper 
articles, of the trouble and affliction with 
which Brunswick has been visited. The 
members of this association and all of our 
citizens know how near the curse of fam- 
ine came to our doors to add its horrors 
to that of the dreaded fever. 

When the Cuonsiituuon Appealed. 

“One day when our peril was great- 
est and the property of Brunswick endan- 
gered by the threats and mutterings that 
lead to such riots as only hungry people 
can inflict, the press of this entire country 
came to our rescue and by its intluence 
aroused the people to our necessities. The 
people responded well and we now find 
that by carefully husbanding the goods en 
route and those in preparation for ship- 
ment, that enough will be had for our peo- 
ple. Therefore, as we desire no surplus 
left over, it is the sense of the individual 
members of this body to thank the public 
and the press and withdraw our appeal 
for aid.” 

lu this direction the following paper has 
been prepared: 

To the /’ress and the Charitable People of 
Our Common Country: Recognizing fhe fact 
that even charity, that div-nest attribute of 
human character, at times, reaches its limit, 
the relief committee of Brunswick is constrain- 
ed, through that great medium, the public 
press, to unnounce that with it 
month's provision on hand, and enovgh 
funds, carefully and jud.ciously expend- 
ed, to meet our immediate wants, that it woud 
be unkind to a generous peopie to receive 
further contributions, which our actual neces- 
sities do not demand. It would be unjust to 
accept a greater amount than could be used 
in the present emergency. Times are hard; 
money scarce, and we desire no surplus left 
over. Let the future take care of itseif. From 
all over this broad land our cry of distress has 
been answered, the char.ty of a Christian peo- 
ple bas emabied us to care for our sick, to feed 
the hungry and bury our dead. We could not 
ask more. Words ful to express all we would 
wish to say to our countrymen, contined, us 
their generosity has been, by no lines, or sec- 
tions, but the free will offerings of the throb- 
bing, sympathetic hearts of a great aud no- 
ble people. From east, west, north and 
south came the answer: “You sliall not suf- 
fer;’’ from the banker, the merchant, from the 
gilded homes of wealth, from the cottage, 
from the hands of metron and maid, from 
widow and orphan, came the response to our 
stricken people’s appeal. 

The Appeal Withdrawn. 

To the press, which has so kindly aided us, 
without whose assistance our efforts would 
have been fruitless; the newspaper men, who 
made our s-tuation known day by day; to those 
faithful guardians of the sick—the physicians— 
without whose skill and attention our fair 
city “vould have been desolated, we tender 
our profoundest gratitude and thanks, sus- 
tained as we are, by the assurance that we 
have tried to do our duty throughout the try: 
ing ordeal through which we have passed and 
are passing and with abiding faith in the pro- 
tecting care of Almighty God and an early 
cessation of the epidemic. Whatever may he 
in transit, donated by the people of this coun- 
try, will be gladly received, We are faith- 
fully yours, T. W. Lamb, L. C. Iodet.

The reading of these resolutions was in- 
tently and profoundly listened to, aud at 
the end. the silence was oppressive. 

Arising from his seat, Rey. Dr. Thomp- 
son addressed his hearers in beautiful lan- 
guage, reviewed the perils that this epi- 
demic had brought, thanked God and his 
own fellow men for the aid so generously 
sent Brunswick and moved their adoption. 

The Resolutions Adcpted. 

They were unanimously adopted. Dr. 
Bowen arose and as a visitor paid a glow- 
ing tribute to the character of the signers 
of the resolutions and the nobleness of 
their act, which was without parallel in 
his observation of epidemics, Surgeon 
Murray, who by special invitation, was 
present, congratulated the Inembers on 
their action and the spirit which prompted 
them to withdraw an appeal that strained 
the purses of a panic-stricken city. 

A special resolution of thanks was ten- 
dered The World for sending Dr. Bowen 
here. Dr. Bowen stated that The World's 
relief train would leave Saturday, and 
while he knew that this winter would be 
hard on the people here and returning 
refugees, he hoped that with the supplies 
on hand and en route the people could 
be cared for. 

Mr. Dart then arose and in 
marks to the relief committee mentioned 
the short time he had to remain with them 
before leaving for his new home jin the West 
Indies. He paid a glowing tribute to the 
men around bim, and at the conclusion 
Colonel Goodyear made a short address 
on the love and esteem his co-workers held 
him in and tendered him their best wishes. 
A hearty amen from all assembled echoed 
Colonel Goodyear’s sentiments. The meet- 
ing then adjourned.

His Eloquence Charmed the Filibusterers 
Into Absence of Mind. 


MR. BLAND WAS IN A SNAPPISH MOOD 


Mr. Bryan Predicts That a Day of Reckon- 
ing Will Come—Jobn Allen Put Them 
Allina Good Humor. 


Washington, November 1.—Revy. E. B. Bag- 
by, the new chaplain chosen last night by the 
democratic caucus—a slender, beardless, boy- 
ish-looking young man of twenty-five—deliver- 
ed the invocation in the house in a firm, clear 
voice. As soon as the journal bad been read 
Mr. Holman, the chairman of the caucus, of- 
fered a resolution for the formal velect.on of 
Mr. Bagby, and being agreed to. the new 
chaplain was escorted to the bar of the house 
where, with raised hand, he took the oath of 
office. 

The speaker cleared the minor matters from 
his table, executive communications, etc., be- 
fore presenting the repeal bill. When he 
presented the New York and New’ Jersey 
bridge Mr. Dauphey moved a non concurrence, 
This was agreed to and conferees were ap- 
pointed. 

“The speaker lays before the house,” said 
Speaker Crisp, ‘the bill, house bill No. 1, 
with some amendments.” 

‘TIT move that the house concur in the senate 
amendments.”” said Mr, Wilson, rising to his 
feet, “and upon that motion, 1 demand the 
previous question. I wish to say that it is 
not my des're to press this bill for a vote, 
immediately after the lapse of the half hour 
allowed for debate, if my motion os agreod 
to. I am willing to grant a reasonable time, 
therefore—one or two hours, say wuntli 4 
o’clock’’—he added, looking over in the direc 
tion of Mr. Bland, the silver” chambpiou, 
who was recognized as the leader of the mi- 
nority. But Mr. Bland shook his head, as 
Mr. Wilson still paused for a reply; and Mr. 
Bland, who had been standing while Mr. Wil- 
son was speaking, now moved forward a few 
paces. « 

“; Lave no desire to delay the action of the 
house. I had hoped that the friends of this 
measure would allow it to come up at the reg- 
ular time, in the regular way. I do not see 
the necessity for demanding the previous ques- 
tion and an arrangement for subsequent de- 
bate. I want the debate to go on in the regu- 
lar way so that the bill will still be open for 
amendment. The opponents of the measure 
should not be stifled.’’ 

Allon Their Feet. 

By this time the area in front of the speak- 
er’s chair was filled by members. 

Mr. Wilson proceeded to explain that his 
purpose in demanding the previous question 
was not to cut off debate, but to avoid losing 
control. 

“If I lose control,’ said he, “and the de- 
bate proceeds in a vague, indefinite way and 
the bill is open to amendmer, 1 am perfectly 
willing to give the gentleman on the other 
side one, two or three hours, or any reasona- 
ble time. 

Mr. Livingston, of Georgia, offered as a 
counter-proposition that the previous question 
be considered as ordered at 4 o'clock. 

Mr. Wilson, however, did not seem disposed 
to treat with Mr. Livingston as the leader of 
the opposition. He still looked to Mr. Biand. 

Mr. StockdaJe, of Mississippi, wanted to 
know with evidences of much {frritation, if 
the bill were so defective that the friends of 
the measure were afraid of amendments. 

At this point, so much confusion existed that 
the speaker ordered the aisles cleared. 

Mr. Cochran, Mr. Raynor, Mr. Outhwaite 
and Mr. Catchings, who had been standing at 
Mr. Wilson’s back, retired to their seats. 

Livingston Renews His Proposition. 

As s00n as order was restored, Mr. Living- 
ston again renewed his proposition. He call- 
ed attention to the fact that every (ne was 
anxious to get away and all the silver men 
wanted was an opportunity to give reasons for 
their votes. He charged Mr. Bland, who was 
obdurate, and who had just returned to Wash- 
ington, after a six Weeds’ absence, of standing 
in the away of an amicable agreement, which, 
he said, would go far toward harmonizing the 
democratic party. “If he won't accept it,” 
said Mr. Livingston with mock seriousness. 
‘y will accept mt myself.’’ 

Mr. Bryan asked Mr. Wilson if his purpose 
in demanding the previous question was to 
prevent the house froin voting on amendmeits. 

“Yes, sir,’ replied Mr. Wilson. 

“I want that tact to go on record,” retorted 
Mr. Bryan. “I want the country to know 
that you are unwilling that this house shall 
vote on amendments.”’ 

“We have already voted on every amendment 
offered,’’ retorted Mr. Wilson, caliniy. “i 
would like to know.”” he continued, “turning 
toward Mr. Bland, ‘for the last time, whether 
you are willing to accept the proposition | 
i.ave made.”’ - 

“IT will accept nothing,’’ replied Mr. Bland, 
snappishly, “that does not come in the regular 
way.’ 

“Then I demand the previous question,” 
said Mr. Wilson, facing the speaker. 

Mr. Bryan tricd to address the @hair, but 
a chorus of voices drowned bis app-al. 

When he was recognized, after the din had 
subsided, he moved that the house adjourn. 
Fiiibustering was to be the last resort of the 
extreme silyer men. They were determined to 
force the committee on fules to bring in 
cloture. 

Mr. Bryan's motion only mustered twenty- 
six votes against one hundred and eighty. 

Mr. Snodgrass, of Tennessee, who joined 
with him in making the filibustering motions, 
secured but twenty-one votes for his motion 
to recess. They were not numerically strong 
enough to order the ayes and nays. Such a 
filibuster could last but a short time. For 
fifteen minutes, motion after motion failed. 

At last. Mr. Wess, of Wisconsin, risiun io a 
parliamentary inquiry, asked whether the com- 
mittee on rules had already made a rule that 
would operate in this case and Mr. Hender- 
son, of lowa, supplmented the inquiry with a 
motion that the house take a recess for thirty 
minutes to give the five czars; constituting the 
commttee on rules, time to bring in 4 rule. 
The house merely laughed. 

“The chair declines tou put the .aotion,” re- 
plied the speaker. 

They Were Caught Napping. 

“At 1:15 o'clock a filibustering motion had 
been lost and Mr. Livingston was making an 
appeal to his colleagues to desist. Both Mr. 
brvan and Mr Snodgrass were 
listening to the Georgian, instead 
of renewing their filibustering mo. 
tion. This left the pending motion to 
the motion to order the previous question. 

The fiiibusterers were thrown 
their anard. The speaker 
motion and it was earried 
roar of assent. The filibusterers 
for a division, but they could not 
enough votes to call the ayes end nays. 

‘the bill was then in the arena of debate for 
the last time, fifteen minutes being allowed on 
a side under the rules.

by restoring the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver. He offered an amendment upon wiich 
the democratic party of the south ond the west 
would do battle in the future. The advocates 
of silver were not discouraged. On the econ- 
trary, when the Sherman law was wiped froor 
the statnte book. the sole issue would he 
made, whether this country should go ta 
gold monometallism which had practically 
bankrupted Europe or re-establish the mwone- 
tarv system of the constitntian 

When Mr. Bland had finished he yielded to 
Mr. Bryan. Mr. Bryan referred to the bimet- 
allic declaration contdined in the bill as it 
pyssed the honse and declared that congress 
was not established to make promises. Its duty 
was to legislate. 

General Joe Wheeler, of Alabama. was al- 
lowed half a minute in which to reiterate his 
opposition to the bill. He was followed by 
Mr. Springer, of Illinois. 

Mr. Livingston, of Georgia, said he was un- 
willing te submit the destiny of a great people 
to the whims and wishes of Europe. 

Mr. Reed then sddressed the house. 

Mr, Wilson. of West Virginia. closed the 
debate. Which side was richt the future alone 
could determine. “I now.’ he concluded, ‘de. 
mand a vote upon the Dbill.’’ 

Mr. Bland’s motion to reecommit the bill!. 
with instructions to report hack a free coin- 
ace amendment, took precedence, and it was 
ry voted upon. The motion was lost—109 to 
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Mr. Bryan’s *peech. 

After the vote on the Bland substitute was 
announced Mr. Bryan asked unanimous con- 
sent to be allowed to make a statement tn 
explanation of the conduct of the silver men. 
This was granted. 

“When the previous question was demand- 
ed," some of us believed that those who fa- 
vored this bill should take all the responsibili- 
ty for its passage. We felt justified in exercia- 
ing every right given us by parliamentary 


law. We desired to compel the friends of thts 

ill to use every instrument to foree a vote in 
order that no one could ever say that we had 
ac;alesced in what was xbout to be done. 

“I was on my feet, 1 thought, in tme to 
make a di.atory mot.on when ihe speaker put 
the motion for the previous question. iat 
have no eriticism to make. We were too 
week to cail for the ayes and nays and we 
could not lonzer delay action fn this body. 

“I hope,” said be in conclusion, “thai the 
results of this measure w.li De better thau 
We believe they will be. But if we are 
right and you are wrong I warn you thai a 
day of reckoning wili come. And I here 
register the prediction that the American 
people will never agree to the situation with 
good crace aud make no attempt to organize 
a strike or other resistance. But. Mr. 
Speaker, so far as I and those on the dempo- 
cratic side who have acted with me are ¢on- 
cerned we Know that we have been fo low ng 
the lead of a man whom the people of this 
cvountry eiected Dy the largest majority erer 
received by a president—Grover Cleveiand.”’ 
(Applause.) 

A roar of applause followed Mr, Bryan's 
specch.

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ORDERS A NEW CEAL. 

Governer Tiilman KRevokes the Commissions 
of Many Notaries. 

Columbia, 8S. C., November 1.—(Special.) 
Governor Tillman today issued a proclama- 
tion declaring vacant on the first of next 
year all commissions issued to notaries 
public prior to 1889. This is done he says, 
“in order to purify the publie service and 
make clear the titles of every person claim- 
ing this office.” 

The tenure of the office is at the pleasure 
of the governor under the présent law, and 
there are many persons still performing the 
functions of the office who have lost their 
commissions. Complaints have been made, 
the governor says, of unfituess and mal- 
adniinistration. Applicants must here- 
after have their appications endorsed by 
members of the bar, county oflicers, mem- 
bers of the legislature or at least twenty 
well-known citizens.

One object of the proclamation is 
to get rid of a number of negroes who are

Law-Abiding Citizens Disturbed by Ap- 
parent Work of White Caps. . 


PRETTY DOUBLE WEUDING AT . ‘CON 


Mayor Daisy Price Points Out What He 
Terms Week Spots in the Proposed 
Charter—Miss Anderson Dead. 


Macon, Ga., November 1.—(Special.)— 
Parties from Jones county today report that 
the people of that county are greatly exer- 
cised over the supposed operations of white- 
cap bands, and much excitement prevails 
all over the county. Two ginhouses were 
burned down in the county yesterday moru- 
jing in such close proximity to each other, 
and under such similar conditions, that it 
is thought to have been the work of white 
Caps. 

For some time reports have been coming 
in to Macon concerning yarivus threats 
about burning ginhouses in neighboring 
counties unless the farmers closed down 
until cottou went up to 10 cents. It has 
been said that these incendiary and 
maiicious doctrines were brought to Geor- 
gia and propagated by special agents sent 
out by the celebrated Mississippi gang. 
Certain circulars have been discovered to 
that effect. 

Several parties coming in from Jones 
county last week to Macon brought the 
inforination that a gang of while caps 
was thought to be at work over there. 
Yesterday morning, however, when it was 
Jearned that two of the largest ginhouses 
in Jones had been burned down, almost at 
the same time, excitement became wide- 
spread and intense. 

About 4 o'clock in the morning Mr. 
Robert Brown, a large planter, and one 
of the most prosperous farmers in that 
section, woke tw find his ginhouse on fire. 
The whole building was rapidly consumed, 
together with several bales of cotton and 
about 2.000 bushels of cotton seed. It 
was a heavy loss. Every indication point- 
ed to the fact that the fire was of incen- 
diary origin. 

An hour afterward Dr. Hardeman’s gin- 
house, at l[lattock’s, twelve miles from 
Browiu’s, was totally destroyed. 

that New Charter. 


The resolution adopted by the council 
Jast night asking Bibb’s representatives to 
delay action on the new charter, created 
quite a little sensation, and all the gossip 
of the town today :has been in that direc- 
tion. 

Mayor Price, when 
said: “Il want a new charter, and the 
council wants as much, but we want it 
as near perfect as possible. I will mention 
some of the weak features that should be 
changed and strengthened: 

“According to the new charter, the chief 
of police is no longer under the control 
of the mayor and council, but under a 
commission. Now, who is to be marshal? 
Who is to collect delinquent taxes? The 
new charter does not provide for tnis very 
important officer. The chief of police can- 
not serve two masters. 

“We are now registering voters from 
the four wards of the city. The new 
charter provides for six wards, and calls 
for an election from the fifth and sixth 
wards and says the elector must register 
in and vote in the ward in which he re- 
sides. Tell me how you can reconcile this 
state of facts? 

“The section providing for the creation 
of a board of public works does not look 
to the filling of vacancies in case a com- 
missioner resigns or dies, neither does it 
provide for a clerk, and any man knows 
that such a commission is obliged to have 
some one to fill such an office; and do 
you suppose any of the members can at- 
tend to and do that work? 

“Now, so far as making any other 
changes in the proposed charter, I do not 
wish fo cross-an i or dot a t further than 
the making of what I believe are the neces- 
sary corrections and additions mentioned, 
and the manner of naming the first com- 
missioners. 

“With this statement of facts. it will 
he seen that there can be no polities in the 
action of myself or the counci), but a sim- 
ple desire on our part to give Macon a 
charter as perfect as the committee and 
vhe present mayor and council can make

Mr. Scott Makes Concessions . Which 
Satisfy the Men, 


$0 THERE WILL NOT BE A STRIKE 


Grand Chiefs Hold a Conference with the 
Georgia Road’s Officials, and 
Adjust the Grievances. 


Augusta, Ga.. November 1.—(Special.)— 
There will be no strike among the engin- 
eers, conductors and firemen of the Geor- 
gia railroad. The impending trouble be- 
tween the road officials and the employes 
was amicably settled this afternoon. Chief 
P. M. Arthur, of the Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers, Chief E. E. Clark, of the 
railway conductors, and Chief IF. P. Sar- 
geaut, of the railway firemen, arrived in 
Augusta this morning and this afternoon 
they held a close conference with Acting 
General Manager T. K. Scott, Superin- 
tendent S. A. Hemphill and Master Ma- 
chinist John S. Cook, officers of the Georgia 
road. The grievance of the empioyes was 
that in September, 1890, General Manager 
Greene, of the Georgia road, entered into 
an agreement with the engineers, firemen 
apd conductors, in which he agreed at no 
time to change their wages or their regu- 
lations without due and suflicient notice to 
the men. The rate of wages then in force 
and the rules governing work were not to 
be disturbed without formal notice. Six 
weeks ago radical changes were made with- 
out «uch nofice. Crews were taken off, 
denying men needed rest. Changes were 
also made in. the manner of paying off. 
It was stipulated in the agreement alluded 
to that the men should not run every night. 
Yhis has been ignored and men between 
here and Atlanta have had to run every 
night. 

The men themselves by committee called 
on the acting general manager and they 
could not arrange matters. They were 
dissatistied with the orders which disre- 
garded the old agreement. Therefore they 
sent on for the chiefs of the organizations, 
At a conference this afternoon the railroad 
authorities concluded to yield to the re- 
quests of the men that all the regulations 
governing them be placed where they were 
when General Manager Greene tempora- 
rily left the control of the road. 

In the matter of returning the train 
crews that were taken off the:road declined, 
Acting General Manager Scott will refer 
that to General Manager Greene and he 
and the men will settle the matter. If it 
is not done Messrs. Sargeant, Clark and 
Arthur will return to the city and again 
take up the subject. ‘The labor chiefs 
said that they did not yield the principle 
involved. However, they did not waut 
to act arbitrarily. They would accept the 
conditions as stated. <All the chiefs left 
tonight.

State Banks and the Tariff. 

It is intimated from Washington that 
Mr. Cleveland is in favor of the repeal 
of the 10 per eent tax on state banks, 
and will so express himself officially 
When congress meets in regular session. 

It is to be hoped that these intimations 
are justified. The repeal of this prohibi- 
tory and unconstitutional tax is more 
desirable now than ever since silvet has 
been demonetized. It was regarded as 
& measure of reform when the recom- 
mendation for repeal was placed in the 
platform, but the people will hail it as 
a measure of relief when the single gold 
standard—which is a contracting stand- 
ard—begins to do its perfect work here 
as ti has done it in Europe. 

An increase in the medium of exchange 
—an enlargement of the volume of cur- 
rency—will counteract in some degree 
the contraction of the single gold stand- 
ard. The additions made to our cur- 
reney by state banks of issue will have 
the effect of causing a healthy rise in 
prices, and will stimulate all the ele- 
ments that have their natural growth 
during periods of prosperity. 

It is to be hoped that the differences 
that have manifested themselves 
among democrats on the _ silver 
question will be merged into a 
unanimous desire to carry out the 
remaining pledges of the platform. 
These pledges—the repeal of the bank 
fax and the reform of the tariff to a 
revenue basis—will heal all the wounds 
that have been made in the party by the 
heated controversy over silver, and give 
the people substantial relief.

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The Decline of Farm Products. 

A correspondent of The Montgomery 
Advertiser makes a ridiculous attempt 
to discredit our recent statement to the 
effect that the five great staples of the 
farm have declined S2 per cent since 
1875.

These aunihorities state that 
corn, cotton, wheat, oats and hay have 
declined S2 per cent since 1875.

If we take the totals of farm 
acreage for the five staples, we find that 
an acre yields now $40.75 as against 
$78.21 in 1870. Nor does this tell the 
Whole story.

Four True Bills Found Against City 
Marshal McCandiess Yesterday, 


BY THE UNITED STATES GRAND JURY 


Charged witb Aiding and Absetting Lewis 
Redwine inthe Recent Gate City 
Wat.onal Rank Affair, 


Four. indictments were found by the 
United States grand jury against City 
Marshal Edward S. McCandless yesterday. 

It is charged that Mr. McCandless, as 
the cashier of the Gate City National bank 
at the time of the Redwine embezzlement, 
Was implicated in the transaction by which 
the bank was defrauded. This grows out 
of the fact that. being an officer of the bank, 
and occupying the position of its cashier, 
he was supposed to have knowledge of the 
eonduct of Redwine, and, in this view of 
the case, to have assented to the extraction 
of the money. 

The action of the grand jury will be in 
the nature of a surprise to the many friends 
of Mr. McCandless. Jt was generally sup- 
posed that, as far as the embezziement 
was concerned, the matter woud rest 
solely upon the indictments found against 
Lewis Redwine. 

Mr. McCandless is now the city marshal, 
having been elected to that position during 
the early part of the present year. The 
indictments against him will, no doubt, be 
regarded as growing out of the ‘egal aspect 
of the situation, and not as necessarily in- 
volving the cashier in any moral turpitude 
or guilt in connection with the robbery of 
the bank. 

The first charge against Mr. McCandless, 
which is mude the subject matter of one of 
the indictments, is that of cashing a five- 
thousand-dollar check drawn by Thomas 
Cobb Jackson, when the latter had no 
money to his credit on deposit in the bank, 

In another one of the indictments Mr. 
McCandless is charged with being a party 
to that affair of last February, when Bank 
Examiner Campbell came to the city, on 
his periodical visit, for the purpose of 
making an inspection. 

It was charged against Redwine, as a 
clever manipulation, that the sum of $25,000 
was shifted by him, at the time of the 
bank examiner's visit, from one departmeut 
to another, so that the money could be 
counted a second time and the assets of 
the bank misrepresented. 

The game that was played on the ex- 
aminer was the cause of his subsequent 
discharge from the government’s cmploy. 

It is now charged in the bill of indict- 
ment that is brought against Mr. Me- 
Candless that he bad a hand in this mat; 
ter, and was a party to the conspiracy by 
which the bank was defrauded out of a 
large sum of money. 

The other indictments refer to the same 
alleged facts, but are brought differentiy 
as a matter of legal formahty. 

Mr. ‘McCandless has not, as yet, given 
bond, but will execute the same _ today. 
When the true bills were returned by the 
grand jury yesterday afternoon, they were 
piaced in the hands of the clerk and duly 
entered as matters of record. 

In view of the serious nature of the 
charges, a very heavy bond will be required, 
but the exact, or even the approximate, 
size of the bound cannot be conjectured. 

Mr. McCandless bas-a- host of friends in 
the city and throughout the state, and the 
bond ean be given by him, in any amount, 
without the least difficulty. 
athe action of the grand jury in finding 
a true bill against Mr. MeCandless is rather 
unexpected. His friends are eontfident of 
his acquittal, in the event the case comes 
to a triat, and especially in view of the 
nature of the charges are they anxious for 
his full and complete vindication. 

It is a fact well known in the custom 
house that the evidence upon which the 
srand jury found these indictments was 
somewhat similar to that presented to the 
previous grand jury, of which Mr. (. S 
Kingsberry was foreman, and which that 
hody discredited by refusing to act upon it, 
Mr.- McCandless’s friends, knowing this, 
and knowing his established integritv,. are 
by no means disturbed, and have every 
confidence that he will be honorably ac- 
quitted. . 

Mr. McCandess, 
night, said: 

“I have no fear of the result. The evi- 
dence wpon which the indictments were 
found was ex parti, and will be readily 
refuted. I ask my friends to suspend all 
judgment until the trial, which 1 shall ask 
for at as early a date as possible,

Mr. McCandless, at an early hour last 
night, afte® having been notified of the 
action of the frand jury and the existence 
of the true bills against him. called upon 
Judge Newman and executed bond for his 
appearance before the court at the time 
of the trial. For each of the four indict- 
ments the amount of $2,000 was named aa 
the sum of the required bond. This was 
very readily given in each case, and the 
bonds altogether aggregated $8,000. They

Representative Citizens Discuss the 
City’s Money and Elections. 


TWO THINGS NOT TO BE MIXED 


Some Favor Teking the Election ofa Treas- 
urer Out ofthe Hands of Council. 
Some Strong Expressions. 


Atlanta has outgrown it, that’s all. 
The system that some way or other fas- 
tened itself on the city by gradual and al- 


west unnoticeable sway, throwing into 


self out. 
Lhe banks themselves are tired of this 
kind of thing. 


leading and representative citizens con- 
ceruing a proposed change in this matter. 
Everybody is agreed on ove thing—that the 
elections fur city officers ought to be per- 
fectly wnincumbered with any of this sort 
of howdy-do business. 

in so expressibg themselves the repre- 
seltative citizens of Atlunta mean to make 
no attack on any bank or banks. ‘There is 
no attack thut can be made on the banks 
in the matter. 

It is au plain and simple proposition—let 
the election be held free from ail uurightful 
influences, and then let the banks file their 
bids for the handling of the city’s cash. 

lf some of the leading men ot Atianta 
go further than this and favor some new 
scheme by which the election of a city 
treasurer should be taken from the hands 
of the city council and given directly to 
the people or some other pawer it is to be 
tuken simply as an evidence that the pres- 
ent system is bringing down upon itself in 
some cuses extreme criticism, 

And yet it is against the system alone, 
and not against any bank that the com- 
plaint is raised. 

The Constitution presents again today a 
humber of brief interviews concerning the 
proposition that has by common consent 
presented itself to those interested in good 
government for the city, and it will be 
learned from them that the sentiment 
increasing every day in favor of some plan 
by which the city’s money will not have to 
be dragged through a campaign of any kind 
hereafter. 

Mr. kK. P. Chamberlin Talks. 

“[T am in hearty concurrence with The 
Coustitution in this important matter,” re- 
marked Mr. E. P. Chamberlin, of the frm 
of Chamberlin, Johnson & Co., yesterday. 

“I think I can go one step further thau 
The Constitution and favor the institution 
of some plan by which the election of a 
city treasurer can be removed from the 
hands of the city council entirely, thus 
removing any of this bank warfare from 
the election. 1 don’t know whether it 
would be as feasible or not, but I do know 
if the plan could be made as feasible just 
at this time 1 would eagerly favor electing 
the city treasurer by the people. I believe 
this would remove all vestige of trouble 
as to what bank should have the handling 
vf the city’s .money. I am certainly in 
favor of any change that would strike out 
of these elections all warfare and strife 
between certain factions looking to shap- 
ing things in the outset for some scheme to 
place the city’s money in this bank or that. 

“Tl may be an extremist on this line, but 
certainly it seems a palpable wrong to the 
people of Atlanta—and when I say the peo- 
ple 1 mean the taxpayers—for their tax 
money to be an issue in campaigus where 
the best men for office are sought. It al- 
ways looks like something is being cut and 
dried in our very faces when we go to the 
polls to vote for our favorite candidates 
and find undue influences brought to bear 
there. 

“I have known mighty good men to retire 
from a campaign when they saw what was 
the turn things were taking in this respect. 
They did not care to be in an election as 

_long as there seemed to be a competition 
between bauking institutions at the very 
threshold of a bailot box.” 

Dr. & D. spalding's Opinion. 

“Certainly it is right. The election of 
city ofticers ought to be one matter and the 
placing of the city’s money ought to be 
quite a different one.” 

This is the way Dr. R. D. Spalding 
talks about the proposition for a change in 
this regard. 

“IT have always been in favor of remov- 
ing as far as possible the discussion of the 
city’s finances from the campaign incident 
to the election of city officers. It is a 
question that ought to claim the serious 
consideration of every loyal citizen. It is 
no small matter. The city’s money is a 
right big amount to be hurled here and 
there in politics. It ought to be free from 
all maneuvers of politicians, free from all 
campaign talk. Just what is the best plan 
to secure these results I do not arrogate 
to myself the power to determine, but it is 
as simple as a mountain primrose—the 
questiog whether or not the city’s money 
should be taken from election schemes.” 

Colone! W. L. Calhoun. 

“T am squarely on ‘line with The Con- 
stitution,’ said Colonel W. J.. Calhoun, 
ordinary of I’ulton county, yesterday, talk- 
ing over the situation. 

“IT see no complaint to make against 
anybody, but 1 do see much objection to a 
system that has a tendency to draw certain 
influences into an election where such iu- 
fluences should not be felt. In electing 
our city officers I can see no better way 
than to fix the election on such plans as 
will make it impossible for any power other 
than the free and untrammeled voice of 
the people to put men in office. On this 
basis we can get the best men for the 
places and can be better able to decide 
where the city’s money should be placed 
and who shall handle it. It is a clear prop- 
osition—a one-sided proposition.”

THE POOR LUNATIC. 


The State Asylom Is Crowded and Many 
More Are Awaiting Rooms. 


SOME ROOMS HAVE THREE AND FOUR 


The Committee from the State Medical £o- 
ciety Visits the Asylum, and Thinks 
It Ought to Be Enlarg: d. 


The care of the lunatics of the state will 
be brought to the attention of the legisla- 
ture In a few days. 

And an exhibit, such as has never been 


made before, will Be presented to the mem- | 


bers of the house and senate and will be 
presented in a manner that will challenge 
the deepest feelings of those who hear it. 

Not only will the committee of the Jeg- 
isiature to which such matters are usually 
relegated be heard from, put what they 
say will be augmented and reinforced by a 
report from a special joint committee from 
that bedy and by <a — committee 
of the most prominent physicians 
of the _ state, appointed at the 
last meeting of the State Medical Society, 
which wag held at Americus. 

During the session of the medical society 
the crowded condition of the asylum was 
brought to the attention of the Ledy and 
some figures were read which caused ihe 
physicians hearing them alarm. ‘lo meny 
the exact state of affairs, as shown by the 
figures, Was a revelation, but to sll 1 Was 
apparent that something should be 
to give relief and that it should be 
at once. Dr. R. E. Griggs, one of the 
leading physicians of Coluwbus, was quick 
to see that hélp was needed, and securing 
the floor presented a resolution calling for 
the appointment of a committee composed 
of one from each congressional district and 
defining the duties of that committee to be 
the free use of every energy at their com- 
mand to securé a remedy for the deplorable 
state of affairs as shown by the last re- 
port of the board of trustees of the asylum 
and the information brought out at the 
meeting in the discussion which followed 
the injection of the subject into the ses- 
sion. ‘The committee Was at. once ajp- 
pointed and was made up of.Dr. R. E. 
Griggs, of the fourth congressional dis- 
trict, as chairman; Dr. M. L. Boyd, of the 
first district; Dr. P. L. Hilsman, of the 
second district; Dr. J. D. Herrman, of the 
third district: Dr. W. F. Westmoreland, 
of the fifth district: Dr. K. P. Moore, of 
the sixth district; Dr. F. R. Calhoun, of 
the seventh district; Dr. John Gerdine, of 
the eighth district; Dr. T. D. Mclxown, of 
the ninth district; Dr. H. B. McMaster, of 
the tenth district, and Dr. M. L. Currie, 
of the eleventh district. 

The committee was a happy selection, 
for every member of it had his heart in 
the work, and the eleven gentlemen lost 
n0 time in getting to work. Dr. Griggs, 
chairman of the committee, at once 

opened correspondence with the special 
committee from the legislature, and at 
the sume time with Dr. Powell, superin- 
tendent of the state asylum. The gentle- 
men to whom Dr. Griggs wrote evinced 
quite an interest in the matter and in @ 
short time the correspondence Was pro- 
ductive of a lively interest being mant- 
fested by all. Especially was this 
true with Dr. Powell, who gladly and 
promptly furnished Dr. Griggs and the mem- 
bers of the medical committee with all 
the information in his possession. The 
work pushed along until a few days ago 
when Dr. Griggs and other members of the 
eomumittee eame to Atlanta and consulted 
with the members of the legislative com- 
mittee about the matter. Dr. Griggs ac- 
companied by other members of the com- 
mittee frem the medical society and mem- 
bers of the committee from the legislature 
went to Miliedgeville. At the asylum the 
ventlemen were received by Superintendent 
Powell, who showed them the exact situa- 
tion of affairs. Prepared as they were for 
something that would arouse their sympa- 
thies and feelings, they were not prepared 
to realize the greatly distressed condition of 
the asylum. Dr. Powel) furnished the gen- 
tlemen with a copy of the last report of 
the board of trustees which was issued the 
first of last menath, and in addition to that 
yave them the access to all the books and 
papers which had been filed since that re- 
port was made. 

The information 
stand aghast. 

After a careful study of the situation Dr. 
Griggs and the gentlemen with him return- 
ed io Atlanta. and last night the members 
of the committee from the State Medical 
Society met in Dr. Dan Howell's office to 
hear Dr. Grigg’s report. The report ws 
full and accurate and made it apparent to 
those who heard it that it was the impera- 
tive duty of the state to appropriate at 
onee money enough to enlarge the asylum, 
at least enough to care for those who are 
now confined there. Dr. Griggs presented 
the committee with a report of the board of 
trustees as it was made last month, and 
with a copy in his hand pointed out the 
points that showed an immediate demand 
for positive relief. ss 

“On page twenty-one of that report, 
said Dr. Griggs. “you will find that the 
asylum is terribly overcrowded. Just 
notice how it reads: 

“*Your honorable body is fully aware of 
the overcrowded condition of the asylum 
in its every department during the past 
year. It has been a source of much anxiety 
and trouble in the management of the 
institution. Overcrowding is hurtful to the 
best interests of the insane in hospital 
treatment, and is destructive of perfect 
discipline. Hence, it is productive of much 
evil and danger. Every available space in 
the white male, and colored male = and 
female departments is now oceupied. We 
now have 119 rooms with two patients in 
each room, twenty-seven rooms with more 
than two patients in each room and 104 
patients sleeping out in the halls of the 
various wards, many with their beds on 
the floor. This state of things to we 
deplored, and should be avoided if possible, 
for, with the utmost care and discretion in 
the selection of roommates, many chances 
of serious acts of violence and injury arg 
taken. We have at the close of this vear 
the largest population in the history of 
the institution.’ ; 

“Now, in addition to that, Mr. Powell 
tells us that he has applications from 117 
more insane persons’ ruardians, 
and that he cannot receive one 
of them because he has no 
place to put them. <A very large per cent of 
these 117 are confined in county jails, and, 
of course, every day they remain there 
their chances for being cured are 
diminished. The doctor tells us, too. 
that he has 104 patients sleeping in hall- 
ways because he has no other place for 
them. We all know the great danger there 
is in that way of managing things, and we 
know, too, that Dr. Powell cannot help it. 
At any minute one of these poor creatures 
bereft of his reason may spring up and do 
murder. That ought not to be allowed. 
Then, too, take the renort where he says 
two are in a room. What guarantee has

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he that one of them may not kill the other? 
None at all. This can only be stopped by 
turning some of the inmates out, or by giv- 
ing Dr. Powell more room, and it is more 
room that he must have. 

Of these 117 who are awaiting accommo- 
dation, every one is virtually the ward of 
the state and should be provided for at 
once. Of those who are kept in the coun- 
ty jail, we all know their chances of re- 
covery are jeopardized very much every 
day they stay there. If they were taken to 
the asylum at once. we know that the 
chances are that many of them might be 
cured and returned to citizenship. In the 
county jails they cannot receive the proper 
treatment, and in a short time the insani- 
ty becomes chronic and the patient can 
never be cured. By that means he be- 
comes chargeable to the state for his life- 
time, Whereas-if he were taken to the asy- 
lum and given the treatment he can get 
nowhere else, he could be returned to his 
home. Many a case has become incurable 
by being kept in a county jail too long. 
We find, too, that the tax payer of the 
etate Would save money if the asylum were 
made larger. It seems be pretty well 
agreed that it costs about fifty cents a 
day to keep an insane person in jal, Wiere- 
as it costs iess than thirty-two eents a day 
in the asylum. Then, too, in the asylum

He also esti- 
mates ‘tnat of the above amount the world 
will require th.s season 8,177,000 bales, 
against 7,460,000 actually consumed last year 
and 8,180,000 the year before, or 59.000 more 
than the ‘big crop year and 717,000 more than 
last year. The advice we offered a few days

paragraph 1, section 2 of article 6 of the 
constitution. This section describes the 
formation of the supreme bench to con- 
sist of one chief justice and two associate 
justices. Mr. Wilson's bill is to increase 
this number by two associates. Its con- 
cluding paragraphs cover the usual provis- 
ion for submitting the amendment to the 
people at the next general election and 
specifies that the two additional members 
are tu be elected by the legislature sitting 
next after such ratification, the two new 
justices to hoid office for six years follow- 
ing January 1, 1895. Two ‘amendments 
to the bill were proposed by the eommit- 
tee who considered it. One was purely 
technical and affected the wordage only: 
the other nade the term of office of the 
justices first elected five years, subsequent 
elections to be for six years. 

Phe amendments were agreed upon and 
Mr. Wilson, the author of the bill, ad- 
dressed the house in its behalf. He read 
Governor Northen’s recommendation that 
the supreme bench be increased and pro- 
nounced the mexsure one of extraordinary 
and paramount importance. ‘The business 
of the supreme court. lie continued, bad 
grown to such proportions that its anny-| 
volume Was LOW greater than that ef Sout! 
Gurolina, Florida and Mississippi. 

Mr. Wilson Quoted) a £reat number of 
statistics showing the smaller business and 
larger judicial benches of other states and 
pointed out the great delay to litigation 
occasioned by the present condition of 
things. Fle read a letter frem €rovernor 
Northen to The New Orleans Times-Dem- 
ocrmt dwelling upon the increase of wealth 
and property in the last deeade in‘ this 
state and the consequent increase of liti- 
gation. He spoke of the crowded docket 
and the congested condition of every ar- 
tery of business before the court and cited 
numerous instances of hardship, wrong 
and expense incident upon such’ a state of 
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affairs. It was altogether a powerful and 
convincing argument. 

Mr. Turner, of Putnam, followed in an 
appeal for the passage of the bill. He 
had been astounded, he said, at the vol- 
ume of business bandied by the supreme 
court during the lust year. It was equiva- 
lent to one case a day for each justice 
during every working day of the term, and 
such haste could not but be dangerous. 
Mr. Turner entered into the details 
these statistics and urged the house to 
pass the bill without delay. 

Mr. Bacon, of Bibb, then addressed the 
house. The only question, he said, was 
whether this measure would benefit the 
people, and the slightest investigation of 
the sibjeet must certainly result in an 
overwhelming and emphatic affirmative. 

The bill is not for the benefit of ihe 
judges, but for the benefit of the litigants. 
The justices are not now able to handle 
the business before them. They cannot 
do it—it is beyond human ‘capacity. ] 
the great interests at stake are weighed 
with the paltry safaries of the two addi- 
tional justeces all argument against the 
passage of the bill must fail. 

Mia jor Sncom spoke at considerable 
length ang held the house in rapt attention 
by the eloquence and logic of his address. 

The bill was then put to a vote with the 
following result: Ayes. 126; mays, 21. 
This being more than two-thirds and con- 
stituting the iquisite majority the bill 
was declared passed.

Then if the pupil desires, for instance, to 
become a carpenter he can enter the shop 
and in a very short time acquire the prac- 
tical portion of the craft. He has the 
advantage over the shop-taught apprentice 
in having a sound, scientifie basis. He 
not only knows the how, but he kuows the 
why.” 

“I observe,” szvid Mr. Boifeuillet last 
evening, “that a bill has been introduced 
to authorize a guarantee company to be- 
come the bondsman of the treasurer of 
Chatham. I don’t know what may be be- 
hind that bill, but the idea is a good one, 
In Macon the eity council makes it obli- 
gatory on the «ity clerk, city treasurer and 
chief of police to give surety of that char- 
acter. It has proven much more satisfac- 
tory than a personal bond for a variety of 
reasons. In the first place it is altogether 
divorced from any sentiment. Often when 
a bank official goes on a bond he expects to 
handle some of the public funds in return, 
and others look for-various favors. 

‘“\MIoreover, it has become a custom now- 
adays to insert a clause in partnership pa- 
pers forbidding members of the firm from 
endorsing or going on bonds, and this: is 
so universal that an official hesitates to 
ask such a favor of his friends. With a 
guarantee company this is diffyrent. The 
accommodation is paid for and/in case of 
defaleation there is no trouble in collect- 
ing. In Macon the city pays the pre- 
mium on its officials’ bonds.” 

“The convict lease question is agitating 
the wire grass section,” said Mr. Bennett, 
of Wayne, to a Constitution reporter. 
“Some 760 convicts are being worked in 
those counties in steam sawmills in direct 
viokation of the terms of the lease. It is 
provided in the official lease that the pris- 
oners are to be worked making brick, mn- 
ing, in quarries, on the public roads and 
on farms owned ‘by the lessees. Their em- 
ployment in the sawmills has thrown hun 
dreds of free laborers out of work and is 
totally unauthorized. The governor him- 
self has told me that it was merely a mat- 
ter of custom. I shall introduce a resolu- 
tion in a few days declaring this illegal 
and calling on the governor to at once re- 
move all convicts now at the mills.” 
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FITTING PENSLTIES TO CRIMES. 


The Hall Bill Substitute Passes the Sennte 
Other Work of That Body. 

One of the most important measures 
which will come before the general assem- 
bly passed the senate yesterday. 

That is the substitute formulated by the 
senate judiciary committee as a substi- 
tute for the bill of Mr. Hall, passed at the 
last session, providing for the punishinent 
of criminals and classifying crimes. 

The original bill was a long one, but the 
special subcommittee of the general judi- 
ciary committee, to which it was referred, 
found it could be very greatly simplified, 
and reported the following substitute, 
which passed unanimously: : 

Saction 1. Be it enacted by the Genera! 
Assembly of Georgia, That from and after 
the passage of this act ali felonies under the 
laws of this state, except ‘treason, Insurrec- 
maus.aughter, rape, assauct 
with intent to rape, sodomy, feticide, may- 
hem. seduction, arson, uarning = railroad 
bridges, train wrecking, destroying, tnjuring 
or obstructing ral’roads, perjury, false swear- 
ing amd subordination of perjury, shail be 


tion, murder, 
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puuished by imprisonment in the penitentiary 
of this state for a term of mot iess than one 
year nor jonger than twenty years, or, on the 
recomaunendat.on of the jury trying the case, 
when the same is approved by the presiding 
judge of the court, shalliebe punished as pro- 
vided in section 4310 of the code of 1582. 
The Cigarette Rill 


The cigarette bill had its first skirmish in 


the senate yesterday morning. 

The bill came from the general judiciary 
commitice with thy recommendation that 
it “do pass as amended,” the amendments 
being striking out medicated cigarettes in 
the exception clause, and excepting the 
sale of cigarette tobacco. 

The friends of the bil endeavored 
force 2 vote at once. This brought out con- 
siderable discussion upon points of order. 
Finally a motion to make the Dill special 
order for the 14th was voted down, ayes 
16, mays 19. Then the friends of the bill 
movid to recommit it to the committee on 
gen@val judiciary, where the majority is 
undérstood to be unfavorable to the bill. 
Thé ayes and nays were called oy this mo- 


to 


tion and it carried, 21 to 16. 

The general belief is that the senate will 
kill the bill. 

There'll Be No Co: test. 

The senate sat down og the third party’s 
efforts to unseat Senator Reese, and the 
probability is that neither the popular sena- 
tor frpm the twenty-ninth nor the senate 
Will be bothered with that contest again. 

The matter came up yesterday morning 
When Senator Swith, of the nineteenth dis- 
trict, Withdrew the resolution he had ina- 
troduced and which the committee ou pr.vi- 
ki ces abd electious bad returned io tue sen- 
ate. Then he moved to take from the ta- 
bie the resolution of Senator Wright which 
Was introduced at the last session. ° 

There was some discussion over this, but 
it Was very evident that the senate didul 
care to be bothered with the contest. lt 
would be impossivle iu the natural sorder 
of things, for a contest to be completcd 
before the adjournment of the legislature 
and the shortest way out of it was to Vote 
down the motion to take from the tabie.

180,000 bales in excess of October, 2802, but 
shows a deficit from the same month of IS 
of 388,006. The gain for the last four days 
of the month since the last weekly report has 
been 48,717 bales over last year. The total 
number of bales brought into sight during the 
thirty-one days of October was 1,644657, 
against 1,462,799 in Octcber, 1892, and 2,0:30,- 
643 in October 1801, an incredse over last year 
of 179,839 and a decrease the’year before of 
5388 006.

States delivery ports of 1,678,781, against 
1,526,754 last year and 2,195,513 the year be-

He ran him 
a mile about a week after the killing of 
Shepherd and finally lost all trace of him 
under a cottage in Ryan’s row where he 
took refuge. Captain Moss also worked 
on the murder case having been one of the 
first officers to reach the store after the 
killing.

JUDGE PARDEE WRITES A LETTER 


He Will Not Be Ableto Try the Case Un- 
til the Middle of December, When 
He Wiil Cometo Atlanta. 


The trial of Lewis Redwine for embezzle- 
ment has been postponed. 

lt was set for a trial on the second Mon- 
day in this month. Judge Pardee, of New 
Orleans, was to have been in Atlanta at 
that time, and the trial was to have been 
conducted before that officer of the law. 

Yesterday, however, a letter was received 
from Judge Pardee which changes the 
aspect of the situation. In this letter ad- 
dressed to Judge Newman, the writer states 
that he wils find it impossible to be in At- 
lanta at the time indicated and conduct the 
‘rial as previously arranged. 

Judge Pardee, however, will conduct the 
trial, and the case instead of coming up 
week after next, will not be called -until 
ebout the middle of December. District 
Attorney Joe James will appear for the 
prosecution and will make a vigorous effort, 
under the evidence, to convict the prisoner. 

Redwine, on the other hand, will be ably 
represented by the finest legal counsel in 
the city, and the trial, from a legal point of 
view, will be one of the most brilliant for- 
ensic battles ever known in the northern 
district of Georgia and perhaps in the south. 

Judge Newman will wind up the criminal 
docket this week. Next Monday morning 
he will open court at Columbus, Ga., and 
will try cases there for one week. On the 
following Monday he will return to At- 
lanta and begin the trial of cases og the 
civil docket. 

Judge Pardee was to have been in At- 
lanta at this time, and the criminal and 
eivil courts were to have been in session 
econtemporaneousty, but on account of the 
change in the programme, the visit of the 
judge has been delayed until 
later in the year.
